Following World War 1 liberty 


bonds dropped in price because 
they were freely negotiable, were 
not supported by the government, 
and were subject to the .influence 
of changes in demand as holders 
wished to use the money invest- 
ed in bonds for other purposes. 
Today farmers can buy govern- 
ment bonds with assurance that 
their savings will be returned to 
them.intact, and with interest in 
most cases. • 


"Jt.would be foolish for farm- 


ers to bid against each other for 
a limited amount of goods-when 
by waiting a while they can buy 
all they need. Nor is there ?ny 
use to bid up the price of land. 
The offer of higher prices doesn't 
produce any more land or any 
more wealth.just more debt and

pointed out. 


"Not only will heavy purchases 


of war bonds help keep the army

Cattle Feeders of 


State Should Look 
for Heavy Fall Run 


Consideration Should be 


Given Problems of 


Marketing 


Cattlemen should be thinking 


about marketing. problems which 
may develop in the beef cattle 
business.this fall, according to H. 
G. Russell, 'assistant professor of 
animal husbandry extension. Uni- 
versity of Illinois "college' of agri- 
culture. 
There is a very great 


probability that marketings will 
be exceptionally heavy from the 
range area. This problem will be 
complicated by the fact that few- 
er cattle have been moving to 
corn-belt fccdlots. indicating that 
a greater than normal percentage 
of cattle will be moving directly 
from range area. •' Marketing of 
all cattle. will probably be more 
bunched than normal. 


"Illinois cattle feeders 
should 


attempt •" to market 
all 
cattle 


which arc nearly finished prior to 
the run of range cattle which will 
get under way in October. Unfin- 
ished cattle which arc to be fed 
grain in drylot for marketing in 
late fall and winter may well be 
continued 
on 'pasture 
without 


grain as long as gains arc' satis- 
factory. 
However, this program 


might be affected by the possi- 
bility of replacement cattle being 
substantially lower in price during 
the fall months. No doubt many 
range cattle suitable for slaugh- 
ter will be attractive to packers 
this fall, but there will be many 
suitable 
only 
for 
the 
feedlot, 


Russell said. 


The January 1, 1944. annual 


livestock inventory issued by the 
War Food Administration 
indi- 


cates a total of 82,192,000 cattle 
and calves on farms and ranches 
as of that, date. . The. estimated 
value is $5,648 miliion, . 'This 
contrasts with the 1934 record'of 
74,369.000 head''valued at that 
time at $1,322 million. At the low 
time of the cattle .cycle in 1938, 
numbers were estimated at 65,L 
249,000 and valuation at $2,387 
million.

" "January 1, 1944, estimates show 
40,868,000 dairy cattle or cattle 
Classified as kept for milk' pur- 
.poses, and include cows-and heif- 
ers two years old^and* over -year- 
ling heifers and heifer calves. The 
average annual inventory of num- 
bers for the last 11 years has been 
37,139.000. The January 1, 1944, 
estimate of beef' cattle numbers 
shows' 41,324,000 head, including 
cows and heifers two years old 
and over, yearling heifers, calves, 
steers and bulls.

Questioned about the present 


surplus of eggs. Lt. Col. Ralph 
Olinstead of the War Food' Ad- 
ministration. told a grocers' con- 
vention that the government is 
pledged to a support price and 
said. "\Vc are goin£ to carry out 
our promise even if \vc have to 
dump the eggs in the ocean." 


That's strong talk. 
But it 


leaves no doubt 
of the govern- 


ment's intcr.tion. 


Despite 
the lack 
of storage 


space; which is a real bottleneck. 
the lack of labor in the process- 
ing plants, and the lack of trans- 
portation facilities, the govern- 
ment must keep ,on buying eggs. 
There is no alternative. Our elect- 
ed 
representatives 
passed 
the 


Stcagall Amendment, which re- 
quires the government to support 
the price at OO^o of parity — now 
and for two years after the war. 
That's the law and it must be car- 
ried out — regardless of how many 
eggs have to be bought to main- 
tain the price at that level and 
regardless of what is done with 
them. 


As far as I know, no eggs have 


been dumped in the ocean. But 
they are being shipped to render- 
ing plants to be made into animal 
feed.' 


. As a producer, you want to see 


the price maintained, but you also 
think of the work and the feed it 
has taken to produce those eggs 
— only to have them converted 
back into feed. 
And, as a tax- 


payer, you resent .. waste of pub- 
lic money. 


What Would You Do? 


No one denies" the waste. 
But,' under the circumstances. 


what would you do? To say that 
it could have been prevented by 
better planning doesn't solve the 
present problem — which is an ex- 
ample of the trouble 'you can get 
into in a controlled' economy. 
. As a matter of fact, horrified as 
we are at the suggestion of dump- 
ing- 'eggs, in the ocean, the . in- 
rustry • itself has more than once 
taken that method of disposing of 
•surplus sexed cockerels. 


The use of eggs for animal feed 


}B getting publicity out of all pro- 
portion to the quantity that will 
probably have to be diverted to 
that use. Certainly, with . the 
Army buying more 
shell eggs, 


with food the first of our pledges 
to liberated peoples, with produc- 
tion droppinf^off. and with fewer 
chicks hatched Tthis year, it won't 
be necessary to convert eggs to 
animal feed very long. 


The thing we 'must not forget 


is that there wouldn't be a "sur- 
plus" of eggs now if there were 
any place to put them. If storage 
space were available, the eggs 
could be kept until next fall, when 
\ve probably would be glad to 
have them. 


The eggs going into feed arc 


nest-run eggs, for which there is 
practically no consumer market 
now. Sales of top grade eggs arc 
running way ahead of a year ago. 
even though people have been 
complaining about the prize. But 
ordinary eggs aren't -selling well 
at 'all. The ' fact 
that 
they're 


cheaper doesn't make them sell 
any 
better.

Washington — The 
unresolved 


conflict between the four freedoms 
and radical ideologists which is 
apparent behind the confuting pol- 
itical news from abroad is also 
conspicuous behind much domestic 
news and interpretation. 


The ivftifci. journals are current- 


ly campaigning for the Bevcridgc 
proposed "wny of life" in Britain, 
with tho critical demand- that it 
also be pursued here. They think 
that is what the four freedoms 
mean, assumption by the slate of 
more'complete authority over the 
lives of men economically, fixing 
their wages, 
their employment, 


their security rather than encour- 
aging the individual to do it him- 
self on his own Initiative. 
That 


is the kind of peace and post-war 
planning they want. 


But we luive campaigned this 


war through to a point near vic- 
tory on the basis of bringing lib- 
erty and democracy for the Indi- 
vidual both here and abroad. 
Is 


their thinking1 now not as confused 
and as far wrong as it w;« a few 
months ago when they were cam- 
paigning for a quart of milk a 
day and labor-wage standards to 
be fixed throughout the world? 


What is liberty? 
What is de- 


mocracy? What is freedom of the 


individual? If we do not nrst de- 
cide that,-how can there be any- 
thing but confusion abouf'post-war 
planning? 
• • * 


To me, an individual enslaved 


to a state economically by taxa- 
tion or otherwise, is no less a slave 
than If controlled politically. In a 
dictatorship, -his life is no more 
free than the conscience and abil- 
ity of the man who happens to be 
running the state at any given 
time. 


If he has a democratic form, he 


is .still no more free than by what- 
ever degree his president and con- 
gress arc free from domination by 
minority class groups and Inter- 
ests. In the religious sense, he is 
not ficc If he is dominated by any 
class group cither. Domination by 
or.c rc.'.'gion or by /Uhci.-w is e'jtKf!- 
ly far from any democratic ideal- 
°g.v-The radicals see this, but this 
part of It only. 
How can they 


expect anyone to believe domina- 
tion brings economic freedom when 
they sec so well It docs not bring 
religious freedom. They could not 
consider the world politically free 
if it was dominated by one world 
imperial power, at least no one else 
would. Oneness domination never 
yet has achieved freedom or lib- 
erty or democracy in any way. 


Wlwt we would like to have is 


complete freedom for all peoples 
in all ways, economically, polltica- 
ly, rcllglousy. 
This aways has 


proved too idealistic a goal for the 
world to achieve entirely, but by 
whatever 
further 
progress 
we 


make In that direction, the peace 
will be successful. 
By whatever 


nicasuic we- compromise it, the 
peace will fall.

tary democratic co-operation by all 
hajids. 
To whatever extent labor 


sacrificed its rights to .strike, It 
,.vpr.fts to g<-t th;it right back, and 
so with all of us. 


Internationally wi; did not win 


by collectivism either, but by truly 
democratic co-operation. One na- 
tion did no^ dominate the military 
decisions of how to proceed with 
the fighting. This democratic way 
is working well against a nation 
which practiced collectivism and 
preached subservience of the in- 
dividual to the state. 


These are rudiments of simple 


common sense for peace. 
It we 


wish to dispel confusion and plan 
our way. we must first define our 
words and understand our £oals. 
We must decide that, internation- 
ally or domestically, the star of 
real liberty must be maintained 
us Indispensable. 


We must abhor collectivism as 


un Ideal, and compromise with it 
reluctantly and temporarily only 
to the extent truly necessary to 
bring justice to the individual. 


We must abhor oneness doinlna 


lion, totalitarianism, dictatorship, 
and remember always that an indi- 


vidual enslaved to the state by 


any means whatever will have no 
more liberty and democracy than 
the fluctuating goodness and jus- 
tice of that controlling force. 


Men do not take well that kind 


of power either as heads of worlds 
or any of the subdivisions of so- 
ciety 
including nations, 
states, 


counties, cities, or even labor 
unions.

Needs to Recruit 


More Volunteers 


With the demand for more and 


more .surgical dressings coming 
from the fronts and higher quotas 
being- set for all American Red 
Cross chapters, the need for new 
recruits, as well as the need for 
all former workers, is very ap- 
parent. Workers are being asked 
to double their efforts to attend 
and work in the surgical dressings 
rooms. 


A letter to production and surg- 


ical dressing chairmen and to all 
surgical dressings workers iccent- 
ly. came from the diiector of \'ol- 
unteer Special Services. Mrs. Rich- 
ard M. Bisscll, whose •endqijartfrs 
are 
in Washington. D. C. Her 


message was intended to attempt 
to clarify and explain the changes 
and fluctuations in the surgical 
dressings program. 


In June 1012. at the icquesl of 


the Surgeon General's office, the 
Red Cross agreed to make nil 
dressings needed by the army over 
and above Uiose made by com- 
mercial manufacturers. This con- 
stituted a large majority of all 
dressings needed. Rod Cross ac- 
cepted 
this great responsibility 


because commercial firms were, 
and still aie, unable to piocure 
sufficient machinery nnd labor to 
fulfill the vast rcquirmcnts of the 
army. 


The over-all quota given to Red 


Cross by the army, changes fre- 
quently and unexpectedly accord- 
ing- to the nrogix-ss of the war. 
Sometimes it is increased over the 
original figure-, sometimes it is 
decreased. This is reflected in the 
quotas received by chapters. 


Gauze is supplied and the con- 


tracts for ii. are placed by the »v»ir 
department. Shipments of gauze 
arc slow because of labor short- 
age. 


These are factors which the Red 


Cross cannot control and which 
makes >t impdssiblc for surgical 
dressings chairmen and workers 
to count on an even, steady flow 
of work. 


It is a difficult situation for 


everyone concerned in the surgical 
dressings program but it must be 
understood as a war time condi- 
tion for whicl. there is no immed- 
iate remedy, and accepted with 
patience and fortitude. Up to dale 
it has been possible to deliver the 
number of dressings asked for per 
month. This schedule can and will 
be maintained provided prompt, 
complete 'shipments of gauze arc 
maintained. 


The total number of dressings 


shipped to the army during the 
calendar year 1913 was just under 
one billion. The steadfastness and

they were carrying an 


American bazzooka gun. 


"\Ve didn't challenge them be- 


cause it would liavc given away 
our spot, which wasn't much pro- 
tection as it was. There was a 
new kid I'd never seen before who 
was helping me on the machine 
gun. and there also were SegL 
William Petty. Cohutta. Ga., and 
Carl Winsch, Philadelphia." 


Just as the men got to the edge 


of the ditch a feu- yards away, Dix 
looked up again. 


Germans Startled 


"All of us suddenly realized they 


were Germans." Dix said. "I was 
sure of it by the shape of the hel- 
jnet. They were as startled as I 
was and jumped into the ditch, 
too. 


"I Jumped back and' pulled the 


trigger of my machine gun. which 
•was one we had captured. It jam- 
med. It always jamed after a. few 
rounds and I had to open the cover 
and jerk out the cartridge. 


"I jumped back again just'as 


one of our sergeants further up the 
hill saw the situation and cut loose 
with a .45. His bullet hit me 
square on the back of my helmet. 
It dazed me and' knocked me flat, 
but didn't penetrate. 


"Sergeant Petty hollered, 'keep 


your head -down.' 
Then he cut 


loose .with " h i s automatic rifle, 
dead . center, down the - middle of 
the ditch, right into the place 
standing. That ended them. There 
was no answering fire and all I 
got out of it was a bump on the 
head." 


• Medic Ooc.s Good Job 


Sergeant Dix also told about a 


captured German medic. 


"AJ1 of our medics were hurt 


themselves by sniper fire at the 
base of a cliff, or stayed on the 
beach to take care of our wound- 
ed there." Dix said. 
"But this 


German medic we picked up did a 
good job. He wasn't worried 'at 
all about gunfire around him. Aft- 
er patching up all the wounded 
around him he would crawl out 
and help other men who were 
hurt.

when our own doctois later ex- 
amined the men he had treated 
they said he had done a swell job.

This compares with the pre- 
war peak of approximately '1C mil- 
lion employed, reached in 1929 and 
again in 1910.

most as grave as the challenge of 
war." 


Present employment in the coun- 


try was estimated at about 00 mil- 
lion persons, exclusive if those in 
the aimed forces.

Regime Even 


Fooled Benito 


Koine. June i::—(AP)—Corrup- 


tion within the fascist regime :n 
Italy, it is now becoming apparent, 
was even greater than the most 
rabid anti-fascists have averred. 


This conuption undoubtedly was 


the prime cause of the poor show- 
ing which Italy made in the war. 
and it inci cased as the war pro- 
gressed. 
The full story is now 


beginning to come out. for many 
ex-fascists arc. only too ready to 
tell all about it and implicate a 
few old friends who did them 
wrong. 


Italy apparently wont to war 


with a badly disorganr.fd and ill- 
equipped army. It did not have 
the "eight.million bayonets" about 
which Benito Mussolini 
boasted, 


and much of its equipment was 
defective due to graft all along 
the line. 


Accoidmg to one ex-fascist, the 


fascist setup was so corrupt that 
even Mussolini himself wns a vic- 
tim. On one occasion when the 
former ducc was making a tour 
of military airfields, this informant 
asserted, plunes vero rushed from 
one field to another and new num- 
bers were quickly painted on them 
to give 'Mussolini the impression 
he was sceir.g a lot of different 
aircraft when in renlity he was 
seeing the same ones over and 
over again. 


Conscription \V:is Kollcii 


Even conscription was said to 


have been rotten. 
Although all 


able-bodied men of military age 
were supposed to have been in the 
armed forces, one could have him- 
self rccoided on the records as 
"deceased" for a bribe of about 
20,000 lire (about $1.000) and thus 
escape the dratt. 


After 
Mussolini's 
government 


collapsed and the Germans and 
the puppet "fascist republic" took 
over, affairs got still woisc. The 
Italians knew the so-called re- 
public had no future, and it at- 
tracted only men who had to join 


up to save their own skins or 
crooks who saw a chance for a 
quick cleanup, letting- the fuuuc 
take care of itself. 


In Rome the black market be- 


came so extensive '.hat it over- 
shadowed all legitimate sources. 
Outside of bread, no food could 
be purchased with ration cards 
because it al! went into the black 
market, where it was sold openly 
at astronomical prices.
